CUTWORMS IN THE GARDEN 


Practically all field and garden 
crops are subject to attack by cut- 
worms in the spring. Vegetable 
and flower seedlings and trans- 
plants, newly emerged seedlings of 
shrubs and trees, young shoots of 
various corms, bulbs and perennial 
flowering plants, are all eaten by 
these pests, says H. McDonald, En- 
tomologist, Insect Laboratory, Sas- 
katoon. pe 

Spring culworms are ileshy, soft- 
bodied, dul!-colored, hairless cater- 
pillars that usually curl up and re- 
main motionless when disturbed. 
When full grown they are about 
1%4 to 2 inches long. The upper 
half of the body is generally a dark- 


.Jer shade than the under half and 


may vary with the different spe- 
cies from nearly colorless to almost 
black. 


worms feeding on the stems-~- or 
shoots at or just below the soil sur- 
face, and either severing them com- 
pletely or damaging them so sev- 
erely that the stems fall over and 
die. 

Poisoned bran bait is the com- 
mon material uséd in controlling 
most spring cutworms that come 
to the surface at night to feed. The 
bait is easy to prepare and apply, 
and when properly used is very 
effective. -

GREEN FOXTAIL CONTROL 


A new publication, available free 
upon request on ‘control of this 
weed can be now obtained from 
this office. Briefly here are a few 
important particulars about green 
foxtail control. First this plant re- 
sembles timothy, is a prolific seed- 
er, with seeds somewhat larger 
than timothy and it is spreading 
rapidly in this municipality. It is 
entouraging to note that recent 
tests reveal that it is not difficult 
to control this seed if its behavior 
is known. Green foxtail is an an- 
nual weed and 99 per cent of its 
seed germinate in.the first year. It 
usually germinates between May 
15 and June 2 in the northern parts 
of the province. Only seeds close 
to the surface will germinate. Shal- 
low fall or early spring cultivation 


Most damage is caused by cut- | is of doubtful value since green 


foxtail seeds germinate best when 
on soil surface: Delay summerfal- 
low operations until a crop of fox- 
tail appears and continue cultiva- 
tion as each new growth appears. 
Don’t cultivate deeper than 3 in- 
ches. Since the seed of green fox- 
tail is short-lived, three years at 
the most, then seeding down your 
land to forage crop for four.or five 
years will rid it of green foxtail. 
Chemical control is not practical 
bas wheat, oats or barley.

CALIFORNIA HELPS CANADA

C.T. 186, produced to be resistant 
to 15-B race of stem rust, was 
grown last winter in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, and arrived in Canada in.

B.C. NEEDS BERRY PICKERS 
Some 400 berry and fruit pickers 
are needed to help harvest the 
heavy crops of strawberries, rasp- 
berries, cherries, etc., in B.C. This 
excursion is now on for women 
and girls.

SOIL ANALYSIS SERVICE 
Farmers wishing..to obtain an 
analysis on their soil can now use 
this ‘office for this purpose. The 
soil samples. are sent to the Uni- 
ersity Soils. Dept. and a.chemical 
test is conducted on it. The soil 
analysis as conducted gives .only 
the already available nutrient in 
soil and not total present. In other 
words its only a guide to the avail- 
able minerals in your soil. It does 
not tell the farmer. how much stov- 
ed mineral thére is in his soil. On 
the basis of this test’ recommenda- 
tions can‘be general ‘only and other 
such factors as physical -condition

22 at Windsor. 

The 71-year-old prime minister 
also told newspaper men at a press 
conference Friday. after a day-long 
cabinet meeting that he expects to 
win the election and expects to 
stay as head of the government for 
“quite some time” after it—dealing 
with. reports of a post-election re- 
tirement. 

.Mr. St. Laurent also rejected sug- 
gestions of possible tax cuts before 
the voting, saying his idea is. that 
tax changes announced in the last 
federal budget will stand.

A Bylaw of the Municipal District of Wainwright No. 61, 
authorizing an expenditure of Thirteen Thousand (13,000.00) 
Dollars, for the purpose of implementing an agreement for the 
construction and operation of a Seed Cleaning Plant, under the 
authority of Section 200a of the Municipal Districts Act being 
Chapter 151 of. the Revised Statutes of Alberta and pursuant 
to Section 12 of the Agricultural Service Board Act being 
Chapter 19 of the Statutes of Alberta. 

WHEREAS 

The Council of the Municipal District of Weinwrighi (No. 
61 deem -it expedient to enter into an agreement with the 
Department of Agriculture, Government of Alberta, and Wain- 
wright Seed Cleaning Plant Limited, for the construction and 
operation of a Seed Cleaning Plant, within the boundries of 
the Municipal District of Wainwright No. 61 or Town or Vil- 
lage ‘Bordering on the said sacle District. 

AND WHEREAS 

The Ratepayers of ihe Municipal District of Wainwright 
No. 61 have raised the sum of Thirteen Thousand ($13,000.00) 
Dollars by way of sale of shares, and the Government of Al- 
berta will pay by way of a grant the sum of Thirteen Thousand 
($13,000.00) Dollars. 

AND WHEREAS . 

The sum of Thirteen Thousand ($13,000.00) Dollars is re- 
_ quired from Municipal: District funds towards the financing 
of the project, being the amount agreed upon between the aa 
tiés as the Municipal Districts share. 

THEREFORE. 

The Council of the Municipal District of Wainwright No. 

61 enacts as follows: 


1. That, it shall be lawful for the Council of the Municipal 
District of Wainwright No. 61 to enter into an agreement with 
‘the Department of Agriculture, Government of Alberta and 
the Wainwright Seed Cleaning Plant Limited for. the Con- 
struction and operation. of a Seed Cleaning Plant. 


2. That the Reeve and Treasurer of the said Municipal 
District be and are hereby authorized to sign and countersign _ 
a cheque payable to the Wainwright Seed Cleaning Plant -Ltd. 
for the sum of Thirteen Thousand ($13,000.00) Dollars, when 
the said agreement is duly completed.
